, James Younger was the oldest of four 
brothers, Robert, Coleman, John and Jss., 
who, between tbe years 1866 'and 1873, 
gained great notoriety through their asso- 
ciation with Jesse and Frank-James. The ; 
band headed' by Jesse James' was charged 
with innumerable robberies of ■ banks and. 
railroad trains, in tbe execution, of which 
many desperate encounters took place and 
a number of men were kilted,. The mem-. 
bers of the band bad served through the - 
civil war, fighting on the side; of the con- , 
federacy with Quontrel and bis guerrillas. 
Tbe* scene 'of. most of their alleged post- - s 
bellum depredations was the state of Mis?: . 
souri and those adjacent thereto,' but. in ' 
September, 1876, the band entered Minne- ;■ 
sota, trversing the state as far as the little - 
town of Northfield, in Bice county. 

There.'on September 7tb,' .after -terror- 
izing the people oa tha street; an attempt ' . 
was-Tnade.toJiopt.the First National bank.K - 
Tbe"".citizens of Nortbfletd ;quicklj ■' recover""/-?.' 
ing from tbe panic which the advent of the ;' 
raiders bad ' thrown them, armed them-- 
selves and started is pursuit^f 'the desper- 
adoes, who,' baffled at tbe resistance they 
had encountered, had mounted their horses " 
and were attempting to escape. . 

All of the three founger brother bad 
bee,n wounded in;the.seriea of' battle3 that 
had marked their retreat, and to thie day 
carry the bulkta fired at them by the plucky 
cltizenB. The prisonera, were brought 
speedily to trial, and ari November ,21st, 
1876, pleaded guilty to the charge of mur- 
der ia the first degree, this plea, it is said, 
having been entered in order to escape con- 
viction by a jury/which would have in- 
volved tbe infliction of the death penalty. 
The brothers were sentenced to the. Still- 
water penitentiary to serve a life sentence.' 
-- Frequent attempts were made . to secure 
pardons for tbe brothers, the petitions, be- 
ing signed by leading men in all walks of 
life, both citizens of this state and Mis- 
souri, y 

On July 10, .1001, upen recommendation 
of the board, of prison commissioners, a 
parole was granted to. Coleman and James 
Younger, and on July 14 they were released 
Under tbe terms of the parole the. broth- 
era were not to leave the -'state, and since 
their release they have been engaged 
business of various sorts .

Mr, ICnox proceeded to fehow that no con- 
stitutional a mend meat Is necessary, ex- 
plained what Is'lncklng.ln the Sherman 
anti-trust law, and" declared that If, as 
boa' been proved, this law Is constitution- 
al, an amendment or a new law can be 
passed by' Congress without a special In- 
dorsement by tho voters of tho nation. 

After declaring that tho great com- 
binations " of capital,;, numbering "thon* 
muds, "la their- numbers and slzo "appall, 
no healthy American," nnd tlint no right 
thinking man* desires Co Impair the em- 
ctencyof the great corporations and In- 
strumentalities of national commercial do- 
velopmcnt, he continued: 

"The conspicuous noxious features.'; of 
trusts existent nnd possible* aro these: 
Ovcrrcap'ltnllsmtton; lack of publicity of 
operation, discrimination In prices, to de- 
stroy competition, Insufficient personal re- 
sponsibility of . qfilcers^ and _illrectors for 
corporate management, tendency to inon? 
opoly and- lack of npprcclntlon, in their 
management of their relations to thepeb- 
ple, for "■whoflo benefit they aro permitted 
to' exist. •Ovcr-capltallzatlon Is* the chief 
of. these >nnd trio source from which tbo 
minor ones flow." 

The speaker declared that corporations 
depending upon any statutory^ law for 
their existence or privileges trading be- 
yond, their own States should be 'required 
to do business in every locality upon the 
snmo terms and conditions, with no pref- 
erences In. service, no discrimination In 
prices, ami such as nre carriers should 
bo required to keep tho OYenucB oLcom-' 
merco free and open to nil on the sumo 
terms, and to observe the law with ref- 
erenco to stifling competition, "more- 
over," he added, "corporations Jipon 
which the public depends for tho ricccs- 
■orles of life should be required to con- 
duct their business so as regularly and 
reasonably to supply the public needs." - 
Other recommend ntlons were rnodo nnd 
then tho Attorney Geueral took np tlio 
question of ths power, of tho government 
to regulate '.trusts;- citing tho. constitution 
and tbo legislation enacted on the sub- 
ject Ho then declared that In, his opin- 
ion the' power of Congress now extends 
far enough to regulate commerce In. tha 
ways- suggested. Ho declared that, no 
ono could now say that that power dees 
not extend so far. After reviewing the 
recent cm es ngiilnst tho. railroad merger 
and tho beef trust the Attorney General 
concluded bis speech with theso words; 

"A law 'regulating interstate commerce 
for Its' protection ngainst .restraint, so 
broad »s to cover all persons whose busi- 
ness Is conducted- under agreements 
which' are In nny way or to any extent 
In restraint of. trade;- mfght cxcludo.tbon- 
souds 'of ! small concerns Icoiiduc'tlng' In- 
dustrlca In oho ' State from markc tlrijs 
their products In others; but a lnw' which 
only covers contracts and combinations In 
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A Great President, 

ThqBo who huvo Imagined Theodore 
RooHCvelt to bu Impulsive In temper or 
rafih lu action have only to consider ills 
conduct 'during the Inst few weeks to 
be convinced of their error. 

By Ills intervention In Iho conl strike 
the Preflldent irns doing his duty— not 
a duty enjoined upon him by the .fet- 
ter of the law, but Inherent Infills 
ofllcc— the duty of every' chosen uinglB- 
truto-oftho people to take iieed of the 
people's weirnre— the duty of u chosen 
lender to lend. 

In tho discharge of this plain duty 
Theodore Itooeevelt 'found Ids motives 
maligned, hlv mandate from the people 
denied, h Is good Intentions scouted, his 
benevolence flouted, ids guests insulted 
In his pn'sencb, Ills nppenls wnutonly 
dlsregnrded, the dignity of his ollice 
trniupled upon, and lil« purposes Inso- 
lently defied, 

Tf Theodore Roosevelt had been real- 
ly Impulsive, rash, hasty;, or headstrong 
acre was a' situation in. which those 
qualities would have appeared. TCo im- 
pulsive man, no nmn without the full- 
est control over himself, would have 
endured these affronts to himself uud 
to the dignity of his great offlee: 

If Theodore Roosevelt Und for one 
lnstnnt forgotten that he was Presi- 
dent. of. tho United States nnd ns such 
must be ever ready to. sink every per- 
sona! consideration and to make any 
individual Bn.crlfl.ce for the public good, 
ho would have resented these' affronts 
with every one of the vast and-. multi- 
plied powers which the people have 
placed in -his hands. 
• But the President saw tliat here the 
Tl'tal -Inter eBts of. the American people 
could uot be served by a Hnn Juan 
clinrge— that the solution of this. prob- 
lem . demanded not' only courage nnd 
resolution, but nlso tnct nnd Infinite pa- 
tience. 

And Theodore Roosevelt, while nbat- 
lng no jot .of resolution, was patient 
nnd long-Buffering. He demeaned him- 
self as became' the chief , innglstrute of 
the. prudent, patient, and Inw-n biding 
American, people. Having defined the 
Isbuo UDUiIstnknbly— having shown the 
people the cause or their suffering— he 
waited. He coiild afford to wait; and 
he kuew how to wait. 

And be won. . Ho won for himself 
nnd for nil tlie people. He won 'abso- 
lutely, completely, and without condi- 
tions. .He won not by using ibo vast 
powers of bis great olllee. He won by 
directing .straight nt the point of' re- 
Blstnnco, and by maintaining upon that 
point the unccnslng and unrelenting 
pressure of public opinion. 

No rash, - li'aaty, or impulsive man 
could have won such a victory by such 
mean'8. Only a cautious, patient, con- 
servative, steadfast' rnna— a man great 
enough to Ignore every provocation— a 
Einh strdng : . enough to refrain from 
'rising" his -"strength— could have vwon 
such a victory. 
And by thnt victory Theodore Roosc-

. Tho Waukegon Sun publishes the fol- 
lowing; editorial tinder the heading "Leg- 
islation Needed. 11 A statutory enactment 
fixiutr tb« time of holding circuit court in 
the Yariou 9 judicial circuits in this state, 
and abolishing the right to adjourn court 
"oscept in certain cases of urgent necessity) 
'-would be a measure held by delight by 
.both lawyers and litigants. 

"Under the existing order of court pro- 
ceedings, a case is set for say the October 
term. Jurors and witnesses are summoned 
to appear, attorneys employed and all the 
machinery of the law ie put in motion. 
Court is then convened, and without any 
previous notice to tbe interested parties, 
an adjournment is taken to some 'fixed 
time in the near or remote future. Mean- 
while, many perions who have been ar- 
rested, often for petty offenses, are obliged 
to languish in jaail for another month or 
more, after having made every preparation 
to defend tbeircase in court at the time 
set in the calendar. The. law should be 
amended so as to give tbe person under 
indictment or any criminal offense tbe 
right to have his or her case disposed of in 
an ezpedious manner compatible with the 
best interests of public policy." The eug. 
gestion is a good one, and a bill containing; 
provisions to apply this important matter, 
would, no doubt, meet with favor at the 
bands of tbe next legislature. 

Secretary Root's plan of providing arms 
and accounterments for an army of. $250,- 
000 men is justified by the war depart- 
ment's experience in equipping the regu- 
lars and volunteers for the Cuban war. 
Tho United States doesn't require a large 
standing army, but provisions should be 
made for the prompt equipment of a large 
force to meet the demands of sudden em- 
ergencies. 



It will be noted that- President Roosevelt 
did not wait until the close of the 
campaign before giving federal office- 
holders to understand that they need not 
contribute to campaign funds unless they 
feel bo inclined, and rebuking officials of

I vMy Trip to Washington, 

,. The following letter was written by. Miss 
Pearl Hortoh, tha eleyen-yenx-oiddauROter 
of Mr.' and Mrs. Eldora Horton, of our vil- 
lage, of her trip to Washington during the 
G. A; R. encampment: , 

. I loft the city of ~ Chicago" for my eastern 
trip on October %[ 1902," at 12:30. We 
soon rolled outof'the city and began to fee 
the beauties of the. country. - 1 saw many 
houpes but none seemed so nice as home. 
Our train was crowded full and it was rain- 
ing very hard ; ;it was not very pleasant un- 
til more coaches' were added, and we could 
baye a good seat. Soon other coaches were 
added, making fifteen in all. ' 

ilucb of tho country looked different, 
from our own state. The corn in the fields 
did not look so large." There were more 
woods than we have. When we came to 
the mountains, they were a beautiful 
sight. '.Wo. passed tb rough "two tunnels, 
J list before going through one of them we 
were all looking at pictures, when all at 
once" it was very dark, A;, kind man gave 
me a dime nnd also a badge' of "The Blue 
and The Gray." 

It was daylight when we crossed the 
Susquehanna river. ■ The water was quite 
high and muddy. TVe followed the river 
for many miles. • . 

When we got to Washington it was still 
raining, but' after a time- we found our 
pleasant homo at Mr. Sabin's. 

On Sunday morning ,wa went to see tho 
city library and in tbe evening we went to 
the Metropolitan church where Mr. McKin- 
ley used to go. We saw his pew all beau- 
tifully draped in red, white and blue. On 
Monday we were there again and sat in 
Mr. McKinley's pew.. We went to the 
Zoological Gardens .or. park and Baw all 
kinds of animal*. A girl was feeding the 
monkeys some bread and butter, and when 
they held out a hand for more another 
monkey threw Bawdnst in her face. We 
went on to the navy yards and saw the big 
guns and cannons. : We also went to ■ the 
department where money and stamps, are 
made. 

On Tuesday we went to Mt. Vernon, 
While crossing the Potomac we were. so 
crowded I feared I should 6tnotber. We 
walked through Washington's old home 
and saw many old relics. We saw both 
the old and the new tomb. The flowers 
were very pretty and the lawn green and 
beautiful. 

On Wednesday we all went to see* the 
parade of the Grand Army soldiers. We 
had a fine place to nnd view tha proces- 
sion. We saw Mr. Pullen in the march. 
After we saw President Roosevelt pass we 
went on to the Arlington cemetery, where 
over 1, 800 soldiers are hurried.. Wo also 
saw the fire- works in the evening. 

On Thursday we went to the fishery and 
bow many kinds of ftBk, then we went on 
to the medical museum where there were 
skeletons of many kinds of animals besides 
the - skeletons of people. Many diseased 
parts of bodies were preseved in alcohol. 

On Friday we visited tbe Capitol and 
went through the fine rooms. Then to the 
Soldiers' Home, and on out to the woods at 
Fort Trotter, where the' magazines and 
powder were kept in the time of .war. We 
gathered aome ferns and plants here and 
brought them home. " 

On Saturday we bought a number of rel- 
ics and gifts to bring home. 

Sunday we attended St. John's church 
and in the afternoon went out tothe library 
again and on to Lincoln, park, then on to 
our boarding place. 

On Monday morning, bright and early, 
we started for our western home where we 
arrived Wednesday evening, and after do- 
ing' some shopping Jin the city, took the 
train for Antioch. 

I shall never forget tbe many beautiful 
things I saw or the many new things 1
